The amount of duty payable on the quantity of liquor 
undertaken to be produced by the bidder shall be paid by 
him in two equal instalments. The first instalment shall 
be paid on the spot as soon as his bid is accepted and 
the second instalment within 15 days from the date of 
acceptance of bid . On failure of any successful bidder to 
comply with any of the provisions of Rule 72 or to pay the 
first instalment under sub - rule ( 3 ) of Rule 71, the deposits 
of Rs. 100 / - made by him under sub - rule ( 4 ) of Rule 72 
shall be forfeited . Similarly , the first instalment paid shall 
be forfeited if the second instalment is not paid within the 
period of 15 days as prescriwed above . Any loss in excise 
duty caused to the Government by reason of fresh auction 
as a result of non - payment of any of the instalments shall 
be recoverable from the bidder as an arrear of Land Revenue.

The price of the cashew juice for the purpose of Rule 76 
of the Excise Duty Rules shall be 35 paise per litre . 


No bidder shall be admitted to the auction unless he depo 
sits the earnest money of Rs. 100 / - in cash for each zone. 
The earnest money can be deposited in this Department bet 
ween 20th January and 27th January, 1982. At the close of 
the auction the deposits made by the unsuccessful bidders 
shall be returned to them against production of proper re 
ceipts . 

The successful bidders shall withdraw such deposits within 
10 days from the date of payment of the first instalment of 
excise duty on the quantity of liquor undertaken to be pro 
duced by them . 

The licence will be granted to the bidder who undertakes 
to manufacture the highest quantity of liquor of 25 ° under 
proof or corresponding quantity of lesser strength . 

The bidder shall not be allowed to transfer the bid once 
the right to manufacture the highest quantity of liquor is 
adjudicated . 


The licensee shall make use of proper vessels for storage 
of cashew juice, distilled liquor and proper still apparatus 
for distillation . 


The licensee shall be subject to the provisions of the Goa , 
Daman and Diu Excise Duty Act , 1964 , and the Rules made 
thereunder as amended from time to time.
